LONDON, July z.—The American Line 
express, carrying 43 of the steamer New 
York’s passengers trom Flymouth to 
London, plunged from the track at Sal- 
isoury, 83 mules from here, 
o'clock Sunday morning. 

Twenty-three of the passengers were 
Killed and eight seriousiy injured. All | 
were Americans and Canadians; most | 
were New Yorkers. All sailed from | 
New York June 23. 

Only 12 passengers @caped death or | 
severe injury. | 

London is appalled; never in any 
English railway accident was there so 
huge a percentage of killed and hurt. 

Had not the steamship been late 
Mayor George B. McClellan of New 
York would have been on the train. As 
it was, Mayor McClellan did not debark 
at Plymouth, but went on to South- 
ampton and arrived here Sunday after- 
noon. :

York. Mr. McDonald and four . others 
of his party were killed. 

As always, the railway officials are 
tacitu¥m about the accident and its 
cause. It is well known, however, that 
since the American Line steamers have 
been calling at Plymouth the trains of 
the Southwestern Railway, which car- 
ry their passengers, have been racing 
with those of the Great Western Rail- 
way, which carry the passengers by the 
German steamers. This train was run- 
ning at tremendous speed, which was 
not slackened on the curve where the 
wreck occurred, which is described as 
“one of the most dangerous in 
world.”’ 

Brave Englishmen who were in the 
wreck declare that its most remarkable 
feature was the extraordinary bravery 
and fortitude of the American women. 

The late hour of the New York's ar- 
rival at Plymouth saved many lives. 
She carried more than 60 travelers for 
London, but many of them elected to 
travel comfortably on the ship to 
Southampton in preference to the jate 
landing at Plymouth and the night ride 
across the country. 

The disaster is lai@q to the high speed 
of the train in taking the curve. A 
short distafice out of Salisbury begins 
a remarkable curve, which sometimes 
has been described as the most danger- 
ous in the world, and which certainly 
possesses elements of danger. 

Not only does the line enter and leave 
the station on a curve, but where it 
crosses Fisherton street the line takes 
a slight rise in order to afford sufficient 
headway to the dipping roadway be- 
low. 

It was here that the engine jumped 
the rails. At this point there are five 
lines of rails. Two are main iines, two 
others are devoted to local traffic and 
the fifth is a siding. Of these five only 
two were occupied at the time. 

A milk train laden with empty cars 
was leisurely entering the station in 
the opposite direction to the express, 
while at the entrance of the siding was 
@® solitary locomotive ready to furnish 
extra service.

Train Leaves Track. 


In the meantime the express, which 
was due to run;through with an empty 
line of rails on either side of it, came 
pounding along, swaying heavily owing 
to the enormous speed. The inspector 
on the station platform, watch in hand, 
followed its course with his eyes and 
was horrified to see the train leave the 
rails, Jump the vacant line on the right 
and plunge into the rear of the milk 
train. 

The direction to engine drivers over 
this part of the line is not to exceed a 
speed of 3) miles an hour, but it is al- 
leged that calculations based on the 
times at which different signal boxes 
were passed show that this speed was 
exceeded. Unfortunately both the en- 
gine driver and fireman are dead, ahd,

Hospital of East St. Louis has been re-' pr ha at 
organized by the election of a new chief ; Ste, eae 
of the medical staff, the resignations Of} yyancum oa eae 
the matron and head nurse of the hos- ae ve ee 
pital and the placing in charge of an- 
other matron temporarily. The change 
Wag made in an effort to place the hos- 
pital on a self-sustaining basis, by abol- 
ishing the strict rules heretofore ad- 
hered to, and the friction which has 
created dissatisfaction among the East 
St. Louis physicians for several years. 
At a meeting of the Board of Man- 
agers Saturday night a new set of rules 
and bylaws was adopted. The con- 
struction of a roof garden on the roof 
of the hospital for the benefit of con- 
valescent patients will be considered at 
thé next meeting. | 


East St. Louis has two hospitals, the 
Henrietta being a Protestant institu- 
tion, and St. Mary’s, a Catholie. Since}: 
its organization several years ago, the 
Henrietta has not been self-sustaining. 
One year ago a mortgage for $3000 was 
due and the holders demanded payment. 
Another mortgage of. $10,000 was also 
outstanding. The treasury was empty. 

Public-spirited citizens took the mat- 
ter up and, under the direction of John 
S. Bratton, a horse show was given at 
the stockyards, which nette $1600, 
With other private donations, the $3000 
mortgage was paid. In March, 1906, Mr. 
Bratton was elected president of the 
Hospital Assoctation and a mem of 
the Board of Managers. Soon after his 
élection, the interest on the $10,000 mort- 
gage became due and there was no 
money in the treasury to pay it. 


Paid Interest Themselves. 


Mr. Bratton and Judge E. C. Kramerij 
vice-chairman of the Board of Mana- 
gers, paid the interest themselves, and 
then began an investigation as to why} 


the hospital had not been self-sustain- 
ing. They found, Mr. Bratton says, 
that out of 66 practicing Protestant phy- 
sicians in East St. uils,- Only. eight 
used the hospital and allowed their pa- 
tients to be cared for there. . 
A meeting of the physicians was 
called, to which Mr. Bratton and Judge 
Kramer were invited. The physicians 
stated their reason for not using -the 
hospital, saying that ‘the matron, who 
had held that position for years, treat- 
ed them ase intruders, and that the chief 
of the médica! staff allowed other phy- 
siclans no professional courtesies. The 
hospital was run too much on the one- 
mo me et pian, they said. They also 
complained that visitors and members 
of the families of their patients were 
iven scant courtesy, and were not al- 
owed to see the patients except at 
times suiting the convenience of the 
matron; that the visiting hours were 
too short and the arbitrary rules too 
strictly enforced. The physicians also 
stated that they were, at times, not al- 
lowed to visit their patients promptly

MAYOR AND CHIEF GILLASPY 
FORBID USE OF FIREWORKS 


In his proclamation regarding the Fourth of July, Mayor Well® 
calls attention to the ordinances prohibiting all persons, save members 
of the police force and members of military companies on actual duty, 
from discharging firearms. He also says that no person shall set off 
any rockets or other pyrotechnic exhibition without a written permit 
from the Mayor, and that no person shall fire any squib or cracker with- 
out having obtained permission. 

The Mayor, in his proclamation, states that the municipal 
bearing on this subject will be rigidly enforced. 

Acting Chief of Police Gillaspy, in an order to all police captains, 
calls attention to the laws and commands that they be rigidly enforced. 
The acting Chief complains about the lax enforcement of previous or- 
ders bearing on this subject, and orders that the policeman on whose 
beat violations of these ordinances occur be sent before the Board of 
Police Commissiéners on charges of neglect of duty.

' One Family’s Fate. 


A heartbreaking incident was -that 
in which the Sentell family figures.

Aft- 
er the crash the poor old gentleman 
was found pinned in by-the dead bodies 
of his children. He is very serious- 
ly injured, as asevere scalp wound 
and his left leg and several ribs are 
broken. ie was conscious and a glass 
of water was passed to him.

At last, to comfort her and get 
her away I told her her mother was 
on the platform. 

** ‘How do you know that?’ she cried, 
but finally she left me. ‘Then I turned 
my attention to a woman entirely 
buried under the wreckage, save for her 
face. We tore away the debris and res- 
cued her.

“What struck me most was the ex- 
traordinary bravery of the women. 
There was little screaming to add to 
the horrors of the situation, but with 
dogged courage the women endured 
their terrible sufferings. 

“TIT helped to carry one poor lady, who 
had a breken arm and leg and injured 
back, to the Infirmary. She never ut- 
tereq a moan, but every few yards said, 
‘Put me down, lads; you must be 
tired.’”’

“There were eight in the compartment 
I was in and five were killed. The 
shock wags terrific. I was sitting with 
my back to the engine. Next to me 
was Miss Elphicke and beyond in the 
corner next the window was her moth- 
er, Mrs. Elphicke, who was killed. I 
managed, when the train began to 
sway, to a toward the corridor on 
the side of the carriage and I pulled 
Miss Elphicke with me. By that in- 
stinctive action I believe her life was 
saved.”’ 

Among the Americans who decided 
to stay overnight in Plymouth and 
thus escaped the disaster were Mr. 
and Mrs. Homer Folks of New York. 
They saw their fellow passengers off 
at Plymouth and the first they heard 
of the accident was whén traveling to 
London, They broke their journey at 
Salisbury to visit the injured. Mr. 
Folks was formerly Charity Commis- 
sioner of New York City. 

Mayor George B. McClellan of New 
York, who reached London Sunday 
afternoon, while terribly grieved and 
horrified by the fate of his fellow pas- 
sengers, was fervently thankful for 
his own escape. 

"Why was I not on the train? Well 
if we had arrived at Plymouth an 
hour earlier I should have been 6n it, 
but as the steamer was late I decided 
at the last moment to go on to South- 
ampton rather than have a night jour-

Ran After Hitting Man,

there they were fighting. The stranger, 
who wore a blue suit like a motorman 
or trolley car conductor wears, picked 
up a piece of a stalactite and hit Tom 
on the Head with it.

Early Monday he ealled 
his mother, telling her he could hardly 
open his mouth. 

Mrs. Peters dressed herself and start- 
ed with the boy to the City Dispensary, 
a dog catcher’s wagon giving them a 
lift. From there he was taken to the 
Emergency Hospital. 

The physicians there amputated the 
wounded finger at once, and they also 
put the boy under what they term an 
eliminative treatment, to drive the 
poison from the system. 

In the same ward there is another 
case of tetanus, which has yielded to 
this treatment. Herbert Christ, aged 11, 
who was infected. with tetanus by cut- 
ting his finger with a piece of glass, is 
récovering. 

The Health Department has urged 
that in all such cases the injured one 
go immediately to the Dispensary.

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Here Are the Facts About a Child Who-Died Because the Mother 
Did Not Know Where to Obtain Pure Food | 
to Save It.

.| others—a marriage -in childhood, and a 


daughter of Bertha Rouche, the 20-ycar- 
old woman who was shot by her hus- 
band, Christ Rouche, at 2455 De Kalh 
street, after which ho slot “nad killed 
himself. 

Pure milk and ice to keep it cool 
would have saved this infant’, life. 
There is no doubt of it. Dr. Joha L. 
Fleck of Broadway and Victor street, 
who attended the child, says #0. The 
baby’s mother says s0. Mrs. Anton 
Ray, ite aunt, says so. The neighbors 
know this child died because it had 
no pure nourishing milk or icé for the 
milk. The family was too poor to buy 
milk. The mother had no money 


whatever of her own. 

She did not know until too late that 
the Pure Milk Commission would have 
supplied sterilized milk and that the 
King’s Daughters would have given her 
ice. 
This Rouche case, one picked at ran- 
dom by the Post-Dispatch out of the 
hundreds occurring every summer, was 
a case for charity. The mother was too 
proud to beg—even for nourishment for 
her baby.: Charity did not hear of the 
case The baby was the victim. 

It takes money for this kind of life- 
saving, the saving of the innocents.- It 
takes thousands of dollars. The money 
for the poor, the money to save the 
lives of infants in tenements in. the 
summer niust come from those who 
have more means. The Post-Dispatch 
appeals to you for this money. 

It is squarely up to the well-paid me- 
chanic who hes enough for his own 
family. and money to spare. It ig up 
to the great West Side where money is 
more plentiful. The Post-Dispatch 
wants your help, wants your dollars, 
dimes or even pennies, according to 
your resources. All subscriptions, no 
matter how small, are publicly ac- 
knowledged. Fifty cents judicially ex- 
pended at exactly the right time may 
save one child’s life. There is the bal- 
ance—the child's life on one side, a half 
dollar on the ether. Will you het the 
balance fall for lack of money?, Will 
you. spend the half dollar for suffering 
babies, or will you be one Kind of a 
“good fellow’ and buy another round 

The case in question is like many 
horrible traged:' which made the baby 
fatherless. 
Christ Rouche, a laborer, married 
his wife when she was 17 years old. 
They quarreled. He left her. The 
woman with her infant made her 
home with her sister, Mrs. Anton Ray, 
2455 De Kalb street. Mother and 
baby, Mrs. Ray, her three babies and 
Ray were all living on the $1.50 a day 
that Ray earns as a tinsmith’s helper. 
Work isn’t any too steady. With that 
many to support on such a meager 
salary, it is not surprising they had 
no money for ice and miik. . And to 
add to the burden in the little quar- 
ters Rouche, two months ago, went 
to the house, intoxicated, and demand- 
ed his wife live with him. When she 
refused he shot her in the arm and 
committed suicide. 

‘I'm no fool,” said Mrs. Ray, talking 
of her infant nephew’s death. “‘I 
know why he died. He was fed on cheap 
condensed milk. We had no money 
for fresh milk and no ice to keep it 
sweet if we had obtained fresh milk. 
And, besides, I wouldn’t give a dog 
the milk sold in the grocery stores, It 
is worse than the condensed milk. 

“If that baby had been given fresh 
milk he would be living now. He died 
because there was no good milk for 
him. It seems terrible the life of an 
innocent baby must be lost just be-| 
cause of poverty. The baby was three 
hours dying. It was horrible. 

“We have enough to buy plain food, 
but we can’t spend money for ice and 
milk. We haven't got the money to 
spend. It was a chance for some one 
to save a life. I hope the people will 
give money to the Post-Dispatch fund 
and save other babies.”’ 

Mrs. Rouche, the mother of the baby 
that died, could not repress the tears 
when the subject was brought up. “My 
baby, my only baby, is gone now. Talk- 
ing will never bring him back. Oh, the 
rich people. must. give their money to 
help the other babies—to save them. I 
knew what my baby needed, but I was 
s0 poor.’’ 

The official confirmation of the death 
as one from lack of properly cooled 
pufe milk, comes from Dr. John L. 
Fleck, who attended the Rouche infant. 

“This. baby was fed cheap condensed 
milk against my orders. Children, espe- 
cially in the summer time, must have 
pure milk and ice to keep it cool. 

“No muther can expecf to raise her 
baby without pure milk. ; 

“T am positive the child would have 
lived had it* been fed pure milk, 
kept cool. | 

‘In my observation I have seen sim- 
flar deaths under the same _  circum- 
stances. I urgé mothers to realize this 
is the vital point. They are too poor, 
though, to think of ice. Their minds do 
not wander beyond the sweetened, sick- 
ening condensed milk, or else the ‘pale, 
poisonous stuff the groceries deal out 
for milk. 

‘Mothers, you must not feed your 
child cheap condenked milk. Your child 
must have pure milk. 

“The free ice and pure milk fund is 
a noble charity. Through it you can’t 
estimate how many lives are saved, 
how many burdens are lightened. There 
are thousands of poor in this district 
and the Post-Dispatch ice fund is a 
Godsend to them every year. I know 
it as a practicing physician. 

“No medicine will cure an infant, 
when poisonous milk is fed them. How 
must that sweetened stuff go in their 
stomachs. I wonder they don’t die in 
convulsions immediately.”

WASHINGTON, July 2.—This has 
been the gabbiest Congress since the 
foundation of the Government. There 
has been more talk within a shorter 
space of time than ever before. The 
Congressional Record, the official pub- 
lication of Congress, exceeds 10,000 

pages. 

The Record, on the day before the 
adjournment Saturday, numbered ex- 
actly 9999 pages, and with the 119 ad- 
ditional pages to cover Saturday’s pro- 
ceedings, will exceed the world’s record 
for printing of so many words within 
seven months. 

Estimating 2000 words to the page, and 
the ordinary page of the Record will 
run neare® 3§00 words, some 29,000,000 
words “hav§ been talked during the last 
seven months, or anh average of 110,000 
words for edch legislative day. This 
is at the rate of 25,000 words an hour, 
figuring on the ordinary daily sessisons 
of the House and Senate from noon un- 
til 5 o'clock in the afternoon. This 
makes an average of 416 words for each 
minute of the legsilative session. 

Of course, the official reporters are 
seldom called upon to write at this 
rate, but the average is maintained by 
reason of the habit of members of “‘ex- 
tending their remarks in the Record” 
and of supplying data and other matter 
which is not read on the floor, but is 
handed to the official reporters to be 
inserted at some point ins the speech. 

If the official reporters were paid for 
their work at the rate of 25 cents for 
each hundred words they would have 
earned $50,000 for the session, instead 
of the amount which they are paid. 
Had the 20,000,000 words been written 
by some writer for a magazine and paid 
for at the rate of 2 cents a word, he 
would have earned $400,000. The 20,- 
000,000 makes a book about two and a 
half feet thick and weighs in the neigh- 
borhood of 4 pounds. 

The greatest previous session for talk 
since the organization of the Govern- 
ment was in the Fifty-first Congress, 
When the Democrats made the hysteric 
filibuster against the adoption of the 
Reed rules. The Dingley tariff bill also 
was discussed during this session and 
the record for the session was about 
the same as for the session just closed. 

More actual work was done in the ses- 
sion just ended than that of the Fifty- 
first Congress, as Congress was then in 
gession from December until October, 
or three months longer than the session 
just ended, yet as much was accom- 
plished in seven months.

John Sharp Williams, Democratic 
floor leader, thus reviews the work of 
the Fifty-ninth Congress: 

“The only notable things Congress 
did was to adopt the Democratic pol- 
icy of railroad rate regulation and 
the Democratic policy of admitting 
Oklahoma into the Union and to re- 
fuse to tie in indissoluble wedlock 
Arizona and New Mexico. The Demo- 
crats regret that Congress did not do 
some measure of justice to the Fill- 
pinos by passing the Philippine tariff. 

“This Congress will be almost as 
much celebrated for what it failed to 
do as what it did. What it did was 
distinctly Democratic in  injtiative; 
origin and character, One of the 
things Congress failed to enact which 
will need much explanation was 
some measure to check the collection 
of vust and corrupting campaign 
funds. Nothing radical or extreme 
was demanded, yet Congress refused 
to keep National banks from _ con- 
tributing to campaign funds; it re- 
fused to prohibit corporations en- 
gaged in interstate commerce from 
contributing the money of stockhold- 
ers to campaigns; it refused to pro- 
vide for publicity of contributions. 
The Republican members feel that 
without a fund they could not go 
through a campaign and realize that 
the sources of contributions must be 
kept secret, 

“After the President thundered in 
the index about insurance frauds and 
wanted Congress to do extreme and 
unconstitutional things, this failure 
to do a very reasonable and constitu- 
tional thing will be hard to explain. 

“Congress failed to lop off a single 
abuse or excrescence of the tariff sys- 
tem. It woulgq not agree that a single 
duty should be over 100 per cent of the 
entire value of the thing taxed. They 
would not even untax diphtheria serum 

nor heed the cry concerning it of the 
little children all over the land. They 
refused to reduce the duty on iron an‘ 
steel, although the claim was made and 
finilly admission was had that our steel 
manufacturers are ‘habitually selling 
their products cheaper abroad than at 
home, even steel for building ships, 
thereby building up a foreign merchant 
marine at the expense of an American 
merchant marine: 

“With a pig-headedness that is re- 
markable, Oklahoma was uselessly kept 
out of the Union'‘for nearly six months, 
while the children of the Indian Terri- 
tory were growing up in _ ignorance, 
without schools. 

“The Congress is to be congratulated 
upon the fact that it did not follow the 
lead of the President in the new Roose- 
velt doctrine that he seems bent on sub-4 
stituting for the Monroe Doctrine. This 
was shown in the refusal of the Senate 
to ratify the: Dominican treaty. ‘This 
refusal threw cold water upon most of 
the President’s big stick policies and 
the Senate was able to make this re- 
fusal effective by Democratic votes. 

“Congress passed a very good natural- 
ization bi:l after siaorat good amend- 
ments offered by the Democrats had 
been adopted. it refused to: pass any 
immigration bill, and it is rumored that 
the refusal was due to the petulancy of 
Senator Lodge, who found the times out 
Joint because the House had amend- 
el the bill offered by his son-in-law. 
The bill as amended contained many 
excellent features, and ought to have 
passed.”’

He was con-| 
fined for 10 days in 1894 In the observa- | 
tion ward of the County Hospita, but 
was released. His sanity wag /ques- 
tioned then. 

Mrs. Farfere says he has been acting 
queerly for a year and was so jealous 
of their daughter, Marie Rose, that he 
would not permit her out of his sight. 
The mother wanted to take the little 
girl with her, and the 2-week’'s-old baby, 
who was to be christened Sunday in St. 
Louis, but Farfere objected to. the child 
going.

One-Legged Performer’s Life Is 
Saved Through Softness 
of the Ground. 





Mud proved to be the saving element 
that kept Francis Conley from death at 
Alton Sunday afternoon, and kept sev- 
eral thousand park visitors from seeing 
a terrible tragedy as an ending to a 
day of'pleasure seeking. 

Conley is a one-legged trick cyciist, 
23 years old, and has been performing 
at the Washington Garden in Alton. 
His act is to ride a bicycle down a 
ladder placed at a sharp angie and then, 
carried by the momentum up another 
shorter ladder, he dashes off the end 
of it, and allowing his wheel.to drop to 
the ground, he dives 20 feet through the 
air into a net. The ladder down which 
he rides is 100 feet long and the second 
one is 20 feet in length. 

When the time came for Conley’s per- 


 rormance Sunday there were at least 
7000 persons present to see his dash 
and dive through the air. Conley and 
his wheel were hoisted to the top of the 
long ladder, and an attendant assisted 
to place him on the wheel In the proper 
position for the rush down, As the 
thousands of spectators stood with thelr 
eyes upturned to the daring rider, an- 
other attendant at the net tightened the 
ropes and made all fast to receive the 
cyclist when he made his leap through 
the air. 

“Are you atl ready?” called out the 
man at the net. 

“All ready.’ returned Conley. 

“Then go!"" and the wheel was re- 
leased and dashed down the first ladder.

The cyclist shot down at a speed of a 
mile a minute and few up the other lad- 
der at the bottom of the incline.

The fact that the passengers were all from this side 
of the ocean gives an international importance to the 
accident and the English authorities will probably 
exert themselves to clear up the causes of the dis- 
aster and to hold those responsible to strict ac- 
count. Speed competition with reckless disregard 
for safety conditions is probably the primary cause 
of the accident. Americans are debarred from the 
severest condemnation and reproach of the railway 
management by the fact that we have had several 
accidents from similar causes. The shocking ¢onse- 
quences of this disaster to American passengers on 
an English railway should be a warning lesson to 
railway managements on both sides of the ocean.

‘better production of Gilbert & Sullivan's masterpiece has ever been given 
here, bar none 


The garden theater was jammed to the doors with a big and speedily en- 
thusiastic house and the comedy hit of John E. Young’ as Koko was the 
event of the evening. Young has been funny in everything he has under- 
taken since making his.first St. Louls appearance several weeks ago—funny 
even as Ebenezer Honeycomb in “The Girl From Paris,” and that’s the limit 
in its test of a comedian’s ability to create fun in despite of stupid librettists 
but his Koko is the funniest thing that has yet come down the pike. Its 
Success begins when he first emerges upon the stage with a Japanese smile 
Separating his face as cleanly as if it had been divided with a meat-ax, and 
“At continues from that moment on until the final’ curtain puts a stop to it. 
‘ Young himself does it—the rejuvenation of Koko to meet the demands of the 
up-to-date present isn't an easy task, either—and he seems to do it uncon- 
Sciously, by the sheer force of a natural comedy that can’t be suppressed. He 
makes the part youthfully fresh with a lot of new ‘‘business’’ that adds vast- 
ly to its humorous appeal—andg not the least of its charm is that Young him- 
self seems to enjoy it fully as much as do the people out in front.

Suggestions for the Housews 

If the seat of a cane chair has sagped 
it may be tightened by washing in hot 
SOapsuds and placing in the open air to 
dry. 

Remove any grease spots from wall 
paper by dipping a ‘piece of flannel in 
spirits of wine and rubbing the spots 
very gently. 

If possible change the furniture about 
occasionally. This not only gives a 
room.a fresh appearance, but saves 
wear on particular spots In carpets or 
rugs. 

Organdies, chambrays and fine cam- 
brics may be washed without danger of 
fading, if washed first In clear water in 
which a cupful of coarse salt has been 
dissolved. 

Have your refrigerator sweet and 
clean and ready for use by burning in 
it a smali sulphur candJe; then leave 
the doors wipe open, allowing it to air 
thoroughly. 

Don’t neglect the gas burners. Re- 
move all the ‘dust from them with a 
fine piece of wire and see how much 
better the light is. The shades should 
be washed jn warm water, to which a 
few drops of ammonia have been added.

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SAYS TOURISTS HURT 
OUR TRADE BALANCE 
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Americans Abroad Will Cost This Country $400,000,000 in 1906, 
Declares Former Comptroller Hepburn—Cook’s Manager 
* Says He Doesn’t Believe It. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, July 2.—A. Barton Hep- 


burn, formerly Comptroller of the 


Treasury and now president of the 
Chase National Bank, asserts that at 


least $400,000,000, but probably a larger 
sum, is what it will cost this country 
for the expenses of its tourists in 1906. 

Mr. Hepburn’s source of information 
include the biggest bankers, American 
and foreign, in New York, and his ex- 
nerience in the United States Treas- 
ury gives his opinion great weight. 
Mr. Hepburn said: 

“The extravagant expenditures of 
American tourists abroad are in a 
great degree responsible for the pres- 
ent conditions in the money market. 
These expenditures now reach the 
enormous sum of $400,000,000 or $500,- 
000,000 a year. The subject was dis- 
cussed recently by a number of gentle- 
men prominent in financial affairs who 
Mave facilities for gathering, informa- 
tion on such a subject and he lowest 
estimate by any of them was $400.,- 
000.000. Several of them thought this 
sestimate was too low and placed thelr 
estimate at $500,000,000 a year. ° 

“This vast sum about offsets the 
great trade balance in favor of the 
Tnited States each year. According 
to the best information obtainable on 


the subject, our floating debt to Eu- 
rope at the present time is hetween 
$200.000.000 and $590,000,000. This is 
in addition to the great sum spent by 
American tourt!sts. 

“When John Sherman was Secretary 
of the Treasury, about a quarter of a 
century ago, he made a careful in- 
vestigwation. through foreign bankers 
and foreign exchange houses as to the 
full amount that was at that time ex- 
rended every year by those tourists. 
""« found these expenditures amount- 





ed to $400,000,000 a year. 

“At that time there were few multi- 
millionaires in the country. Now 
there are many of this class who 
maintain great establishments abroad, 
but their disbursements do not by any 
means represent all the American 
money that goes into European pock- 
ets. The tourists come from al] parts 
of the country, and include people of 
moderate means as well as those of 
wealth. 


Expenditures Growing. 


“Our bank keeps one of its brightest 
young men constantly employed in 
attending to the wants of these tour- 
ists. The expenditures are growing 
larger every year. But for them there 
would be an annual monetary balance 
in favor of the United States that 
would, in a few years, pile up an 
enormous sum.” 

It is estimated by steamship men 
that not more than 100,000 men, women 
and children have paid first class pas- 
sage ‘‘across the ‘pond’’ this year, per- 
haps the biggest year of European tray- 
el. The second class passengers, who 
spend less, may bring the total up. to 
180,000. Supposing that 20,000 of the 
steerage passengers are ‘‘tourists,’’ that 
makes 200,000 in all. 

To spend even $400,000,000 in. Europe 
these tourists would be obliged to pay 
out $2,000 each. Experts declare no such 
sum is spent on the average, A $2000 
tariff, they say, would bring the army 
of ocean goers down to a handful of a 
few thousands. The persons who pay 
$700 for a stateroom or $1500 for a parlor 
or cabin de luxe ‘on trans-Atlantic 
steamers are few indeed. So also are 
the millionaires who go broad for a few 
months, scatter money right and left, 
take a ducal house in London for a sea- 
son, a chateau in Laguedoc, perhaps a 
castle in Spain. 

The estimate of Mr. Hepburn was sub- 
mitted to Thomas Cook & Son, who 
have wide experiences in the tourist 
business. Mr. Keyser, manager of 
Cook’s booking department, safd: ; 

“IT don't believe it. It does not stand 
to reason. Our business touches, in gen- 
eral, persons from moderately rich to 
those with small incomes. Going to
